® The stereotype plates of Fletcher's Studies on 


| Slavery, an octavo of 637 pages, were sold by the 
sheriff, at Philadelphia, on the 7th ult., for sixty- 
five dollars. Their ecst must have been over a 
‘thousand dollars. The bocks, 450 copies, were 
‘sold for 57$ cents per copy, except 15 copies which 
sold a trifle higher. This is the work of which the 
Southern press chanted such loud praise, that one 
was led to except it was destined to snatch the 
‘peculiar institution’ from that deep infamy inte 
which it is so rapidly sinking. Instead of this, to 
use the language of the Pittsburgh Ciristian Ad- 
rocale, *The, beok has proved emphatically a lad 
speculation, To mend bis shattered fortunes, Mr. 
Fletcher will have to try bis penon eome subject 
;more congenial to the publie taste, even at the 
South. The divine right of kings had passed its 
dav. The heart of humanity rebels against the 
doctrine; and if individuals are induced to profess 
it, itis not through the power of logie, but of per 
sonalinterest. The moment men, free from the 








prejudice of interest, contemplate the doctrine of 


slavery, they instinctively reject it as a violation 
of the natural and dearest rights of humanity : 
though social restraints may prevent the avowal of 
their principles. The secret of the failure of 
Fletcher’s book lay in this, that it was adapted 
only to the plantation, not to: the honest masses at 
the South; who, though may tolelaie slavery as a 
necessary evil, abhor any attempt to ustify it cn 
the grounds of Scripture and reason.
